DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-4, 6, 8-10, 
23b 27, 31-33, 35, 37, 39 and 43-44 are allowed because the prior art fail to teach or fairly 
suggest a laser amplifier comprising a laser cavity, a solid-state gain medium having first and 
second ends along a laser optical axis in which each end is profiled concave AND a amplifying 
module external to the laser cavity, said amplifying module sharing a common axis of emissions 
with said laser cavity and comprising an amplifier gain medium having first and second ends 
along said axis of emission; whereby at least one of said first or second ends of said amplifying 
module is profiled to produce a lensing effect so as to directly couple light from said laser cavity 
into said amplifying module.
